FIREMEN FOUND DIFFICULTY DO-

Zouis Joerder, Foreman of Hose Com- 
pany No. 22, Fell From a Ladder 
and Received Some Pain- 
ful Injuries. 


Fire completely destroyed the five-story 
building at 503-505 North Main street, oc- 
cupied by the Udell-Sampson Woodenware 
Co., between 12:30 and 1 o'clock Saturday 
afternoon. The loss will approximate $75,- 
00, of which nearly $50,000 is on the stock. 

Louis Joerder, foreman of Hose Company 
No. 22, wus seriously injured by falling 
from a ladder in the rear of the building. 
He fell from the second-story. Joerder's 
home is 2823 Caroline street. 
internal injuries, and it is thought several 
ribs were broken. 

The flames threatened the store of the St. 
Louls Fireworks Co., at 507-509 North Main, 
but heroic work by the tiremen prevented 
what would have probably been a catastro- 
phe. 

Sn:oke poured in dense volumes from the 
upper floors of the burning building, and 
the wind whirling it through the narrow 
streets, nearly suffocating the firemen and 
their horses, as well as the thousands of

The fire started on the fifth 
worked down to the third, where it burst 
forth in great sheets of flame.

The firm was formerly the M. R. Udell 
Woodenware Co. It carried a heavy stock, 
which was insured for between $40,000 and 
$50,000 by A. C. Pasquier & Co. in 4 or more 
companies. 
. The building was owned by the Mathews 
Real Estate Co. It was of the old style, 
with mansard roof, offered but little 
opposition to the flames.

The photograph was hown to her mother 
who positively identified it as a likeness of 
Albert C. Johnson, her daughter’s hus- 
band, whom they thought dead.

A COURT OF CONCILIATION. 


A bill to erect a “‘court of conciliation” in labor disputes Is 
pending in the Kansas Legistature. 

The court, which will consist of three judges, will have jur- 
fadiction of all disputes between employers and employes 
which disturb or threaten to disturb the peace of the State or 
city, or to interrupt the orderly transaction of business or in- 
terfere with the peaceable operation of railroads, mines, fac- 
tories, etc., or any other industry of public importance, 

In all matters within its jurisdiction the court will possess 
full common law and equity powers. The essential power 
granted is to compel the attendance of witnesses, the produc- 
tion of books, papers, records and all documents bearing upon 
the subject matter. 

But there is no power to enforce the findings of the court, 
which may only recommend terms to the parties to the dis- 
pute, Who may or may not accept the recommendation. 

The bili marks a step in progress. The provision which 
gives the court power to compe! the attendance of witnesses 
and production of records insures the most extensive pub- 
licity. No employer or labo: union can keep back its case, 
but must frankly revea? its full strength. 

There seems to be merit in the bill. It promises to be ef- 
ficient. If the court can compel publicity, public opinion will 
do the rest. At any rate while avoiding the compulsory fea- 
ture, so distasteful to many thoughtful people, it points the 
way to a final solution of the entire question.
